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PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

As you may know, the College did not 
receive sufficient funding from the State to 
meet our needs. The appropriation from the 
Legislature provided funding for only a 
three percent increase for one-half of a year 
which is equivalent to a one and one-half 
percent increase for the entire year. 

As a result, it was necessary to curtail 
certain non-personnel costs and reject all 
requests for reclassifications and most re¬ 
quests for new positions. Many requests 
for equipment and other expenditures were 
also denied. 

After those actions were taken, we were 
able to provide a four percent general in¬ 
crease for 12-month College personnel 
, plus increments, if applicable, July 1,1990, 
1 excluding bargaining unit members. Per¬ 
sonnel working less than 12 months will 
normally receive the four percent general 
increase plus increments, if applicable, on 
the first paycheck following their return to 
duty for the 1990-91 year. Personnel 
employed in positions funded by grants or 
special funding may receive the general 
increase and/or increments if sufficient 
funding is available through the grant fund¬ 
ing source. 

This increase will be received on the 
July 19,1990 paycheck. 

I sincerely hope that the future will be 
more promising. Thank you for your con¬ 
tinued support for the College and its

OIL SEMINAR 

Palm Beach Community College co¬ 
hosted an Oil Spill Containment Seminar 
and Training Program with Florida’s 
Department of Natural Resources on June 
12-14 at the Port of Palm Beach.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

Palm Beach Community College ad¬ 
ministrators and members of the United 
Faculty of PBCC reached a tentative agree¬ 
ment on all issues during the July 16 bar¬ 
gaining session. The proposal is now being 
submitted to the United Faculty for 
ratification. 

The new contract proposal includes a 
four percent increase to be added to the 
salary ranges, increments, overload rates 
and other pay rates for all full-time instruc¬ 
tional bargaining unit members. The non¬ 
retroactive increase plus increments, for 
those recommended who are below the 
maximum of the salary range, will be ef¬ 
fective at the beginning of the 1990-91 
contract year (e.g., August 22,1990 for 168 
tend 198 day personnel or at the time of 
contract ratification). 

In addition, instructional faculty will 
receive a bonus equal to one percent of the 
contractual salary paid during the 1990-91 
year. The bonus amount will be paid with 
the paychecks after the completion of the 
168 or 198 days of contractual duty. The 


one percent, one-time payment will not be 
added to the regular base pay and will not 
be recurring. 

Additional points of agreement in¬ 
cluded a revised Academic Calendar for 
1991-92, a statement on Drug Free cam¬ 
puses and revised evaluation forms for in¬ 
structional faculty, counselors and 
librarians. The tentative agreement also 
provides for a feasibility study by the Ad¬ 
ministration relating to direct deposit and 
a sick leave pool and an agreement to 
review payment of co-curricular supple¬ 
ments during the next bargaining year.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 


Results of a recently-released'Univer- 
sity of Florida Study indicate that in¬ 
dividuals with two year degrees can initial¬ 
ly earn more money than those with 
bachelor’s degrees, according to an article 
published in the Palm Beach Post. The 
report, prepared as a doctoral dissertation 
by UF student Bruce Judd, examined the 
progress of 2,810 Associate in Arts 
recipients from five Florida community 
colleges and recorded their wages eight 
years after graduation. The study found 
that associate degree holders earned nearly 
the same or more than those with 
bachelor’s degrees in five of eight 
categories, and in two areas, their earnings 
.were greater.

PROPERTY 

The original Palm Beach Community 
College (then Junior College) site on Gar¬ 
denia Street in West Palm Beach has been 
offered to PBCC for the token payment of 
$10. The sale was unanimously approved 
by members of the School Board of Palm 
Beach County during their September 5 
meeting. The acceptance of the property is 
scheduled to be considered by the Palm 
Beach Community College trustees during 
the September 10 Board Meeting. 

Palm Beach Community College was 
established in 1933 on the campus of what 
was then Palm Beach High School. PBCC, 
|he oldest public community college in 
plorida, remained at the original location 
until 1948 when it moved to Morrison 
Field. 

The building will be preserved as the 
College’s historic museum and archives. 

To fund the operation of the museum, 
PBCC will apply for historic preservation 
grants and private donations. 

RECORD ENROLLMENT 

Collegewide student enrollment at 
PBCC increased a record 15.89 percent as 
a total of 18,298 students registered for fall 
term classes. This compares to last year’s 
figures when 15,789 students were en¬ 
rolled. Students also registered for a record 
number of semester hours-131,936, up 
13.62 percent over fall term 1989.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

During the September 12 Board meet¬ 
ing, Trustees approved the concept of 
building student housing on the Central 
Campus. The proposed location is on the 
east side of Lake Osborne and northeast of 
the Tennis Courts. 

In a presentation by Robert Browning 
of College Housing of America, several 
options for producing student apartments 
were presented. Details of a similar project 
of 168 units completed at Tallahassee 
Community College indicate that the 
proposal is at no cost to the college and 
produces profits for the college foundation. 
In addition, the rental rates for students are 
very reasonable. 

. College Housing of America is the 
Knanagement company for the Tallahassee 
units, providing guards, facility checks, 
and an attended gate house to establish 
adequate security for the students. In ad¬ 
dition, they handle maintenance. 

Prior to any further commitments, a 
marketing survey will be completed at no 
cost to the College to identify the housing 
needs of PBCC students. Currently, PBCC 
offers several programs which attract stu¬ 
dents from areas outside Palm Beach 
County who would benefit from on-cam¬ 
pus housing. 

Although Browning said that the 
project is free of personal and corporate 
liability for the College, PBCC attorneys 
will research these issues before any agree¬ 
ment is approved. 

Trustees also accepted the oldest PBCC 
building from the School Board pf Palm 
Beach County. The acceptance is contin¬ 
gent on the results of a land survey and an 
environmental hazards study of the loca¬ 
tion. 

In other business, the following an¬ 
nouncements were made:

BUDGET CUTBACKS 

The State of Florida, faced with an un¬ 
anticipated $522 million shortfall, is plan¬ 
ning across-the-board budget cuts of near¬ 
ly five percent, according to an article pub¬ 
lished in the Palm Beach Post. With a 
possible reduction of $302.2 million in 
educational funding, public community 
colleges, universities and schools will be 
among those hardest hit. The cutbacks are 
expected to be enacted October 9.

PBCC opened in 1933 and was located 
on Gardenia Street in West Palm Beach. In 
1948, the College moved to Morrison 
Field, now Palm Beach International Air¬ 
port and remained there until 1951, when 
it moved to Lake Park Town Hall. Finally, 
in 1956, the Palm Beach County Commis¬ 
sion donated the present 114-acre Lake 
Worth site to the College. Since then, 
PBCC has become a multiple-campus in¬ 
stitution, with additional full-service Cam¬ 
puses at Belle Glade, Palm Beach Gardens 
and Boca Raton.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

Researchers at Princeton University 
have established a strong connection be¬ 
tween students’ future earning power and 
the dollar amounts that schools spend on 
teaching, according to a published report in 
the September 6 issue of the Wall Street 
Journal. The report, which challenges the 
thinking behind many recent moves to 
upgrade schools, is the newest contribution 
to the ongoing debate over the relationship 
between spending and educational 
quality. 

The Princeton Study, conducted by 
David Card and Alan Krueger, found that 
public schools with lower student-teacher 
ratios and better-paid teachers increased 
the future income of students. In addition, 
hit found that future wages were enhanced 
'by schools that offered an extended 
academic year. 

The researchers said that for each year 
of education above grade eight, students 
gain about 0.4 percent in annual income by 
attending schools with five fewer students 
per teacher. The increase measures 3.2 per¬ 
cent for workers who are college educated. 
Further, Card and Krueger maintain that 
raising teachers’ salaries 10 percent in¬ 
creases students’ future incomes by 0.1 
percent. 

The study focused on the education and 
incomes of a million men, all bom between 
1920 and 1949, who were enrolled in 
public schools. Women were not included 
in the report because of their limited par¬ 
ticipation in the work force at that time. 


DRUG FREE SCHOOLS 

As required by the Drug Free Schools 
and Communities Act of 1989, the College 
is establishing a program effective October 
1, 1990, addressing its commitment to 
maintaining an environment which is free 
from illicit drug use and alcohol abuse.

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PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

In a recent memorandum from the State 
Board of Community Colleges, Executive 
Director Clark Maxwell, Jr. stated that the 
cutbacks mandated by the State Legisla¬ 
ture will greatly exacerbate the pressures 
of unfunded enrollments within the com¬ 
munity college system. 

According to Maxwell, increasing num¬ 
bers of Florida residents are expected to 
avail themselves of the educational and 
vocational opportunities which are 
provided by the community college sys¬ 
tem, especially during the present 
statewide budget crisis. 

For 1990-91, the Legislature provided 
funding for 157,319 full time equivalent 
students, but FTE enrollments of more than 
185,000 are anticipated. The reduction of 
$16.5 million in the Community College 
Program Fund is equal to reducing funding 
for 6,300 equivalent students. Therefore, 
the community college system will serve 
34,000 students who have not been funded 
by the State this year. In other words, one 
out of every five students presently en¬ 
rolled in state community colleges has not 
been funded. 

Due to these reductions, class sizes will 
grow, coupled with a reduction in both 
student and support services. Fewer full¬ 
time faculty may be hired in the future, and 
a higher percentage of part-time faculty 
can be anticipated. 

BOARD ADDRESSES 
BUDGET CUTS 

During the October 10 Board meeting, 
Trustees approved an emergency rule that 
allows reallocation of existing state ap¬ 
propriations. The State Board of Education 
had recommended that individual com¬ 
munity college boards suspend rule, 6A- 
14.029, which requires expenditures for 
staff and program development (SPD). 

Additionally, as a result of changes in 
6A-14.0713, PBCC may allocate ap¬ 
propriations from library resources, in¬ 
structional equipment, deferred main¬ 


tenance and quality improvements to 
educational activities allowable within the 
community college program. 

PBCC may also be forced to reduce 
Continuing Studies programs, counseling 
activities, operating hours, and planned 
maintenance. Class sizes are to be in¬ 
creased, and a hiring freeze may go into 
effect. 

On a statewide basis, community col¬ 
leges have been notified that operating 
budgets must be reduced. PBCC must im¬ 
mediately cut its current budget by 
$697,638. An additional shortfall of ap¬ 
proximately three percent is expected by 
January of 1991 as tax revenues designated 
to fund education continue to be less than 
anticipated. To meet both reductions, the 
Division of Community Colleges is sug¬ 
gesting that PBCC develop a spending plan 
for the current year’s budget based upon a 
five percent reduction of state revenue. 

In other business: 

• The Board approved cosponsoring an 
Environmental Awareness Day with 
Dreher Park Zoo on January 8,1991 and 
designating the Zoo’s Florida Panther as 
the PBCC mascot. PBCC students, faculty, 
and alumni are encouraged to participate 
in the planning for this project. 

• Three PBCC faculty who have 
returned from sabbatical leave 
summarized their activities. Ethel Fowler 
completed a 40-hour class on feeding the 
elderly. She has shared this knowledge 
through television and radio shows as well 
as group presentations. 

Patricia Adams Johnson surveyed 
musical theatre programs at a variety of 
colleges and universities. As a result of the 
research completed while on sabbatical, 
she has prepared a proposal for a 
three-year degree program in Musical 
Theatre at PBCC. 

Virginia Boorman completed her 
Master of Science in Nursing at Barry 
University during her sabbatical leave. 

The next regular Board Meeting is 
scheduled for November 14, 5:30 p.m. in 
Conference Room C on Central Campus. 


PBCC AND SCHOOL 
BOARD HOLD 
WORKSHOP 

The Palm Beach Community College 
Board of Trustees and the Palm Beach 
County School Board met in a joint 
workshop on October 8 to review the his¬ 
tory and function of the Palm Beach Coun¬ 
ty Articulation Committe and to discuss 
articulation, especially with respect to 
CLAST. The history of CLAST, the com¬ 
petencies that are tested, the current status 
of the CLAST and statewide student per¬ 
formance were examined. 

The Articulation Committee further ad¬ 
dressed the electronic data exchange sys¬ 
tem, FIRN, and current entry-level testing 
requirements in the dual enrollment pro¬ 
gram. In reference to FIRN, the state legis¬ 
lature has provided funding that will allow 
increased utilization among the various 
academic branches. FIRN allows for 
electronic transfer of student test scores 
and transcripts in an efficient and ex¬ 
pedient manner. 

The Palm Beach County Articulation 
Committee was formed six years ago in an 
effort to enhance the channels of com¬ 
munication among the PBC School Board, 
Florida Atlantic University and PBCC. 
Vice President of Academic Affairs 
Patricia A. Dyer chaired the committee 
from 1983 to 1985 and is again serving as 
chairman during the current fiscal year. 

PBCC President Edward M. Eissey, 
who served as moderator, recommended 
that the combined boards meet quarterly to 
further address vital concerns facing the 
academic community. 

SICK LEAVE POOL 
SURVEY RESULTS 

We have tallied the results of the per¬ 
sonnel survey sent out on interest in a Col¬ 
lege sick leave pool. Approximately 640 
responses were sent out and 240 responses 
were received. Of the 240 responses

received, 150 personnel (62.5%) indicated 
they were not interested in participating in 
the pool, and 81 personnel (33.75%) indi¬ 
cated they were interested in participating 
in a sick leave pool. The remaining nine 
personnel (3.75%) were undecided or did 
not state their choice. In view of the rela¬ 
tively low interest in a sick leave pool, a 
decision has been made not to initiate such 
a program at this time.

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PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

The cost of one year at college will 
average five-to-eight percent more this 
fall, representing a slight lessening in the 
decade-long pattern of higher education 
inflation, according to a recent College 
Board survey. 

In commenting on the survey, the Oc¬ 
tober AACJC Letter, which is the newslet¬ 
ter for community, technical and junior 
colleges, reported that tuition and fees at 
two year public institutions averaged $884, 
up five percent over the previous year. In 
contrast, fixed costs at two year private 
colleges, including room and board, 
averaged $4,484, an increase of seven per¬ 
cent over last year’s figures. 

Donald M. Stewart, president of the 
ollege Board and member of AACJC’s 
Board of Directors, said "...attention 
should be given to the nation’s disturbing 
gap about the cost and financing of a col¬ 
lege education." He said that millions of 
Americans are discovering the fact that 
they can cut the cost of higher education 
dramatically by attending a community, 
technical or junior college.

Students who graduate with an As¬ 
sociate in Arts degree and plan to attend the 
upper division of a state university are 
guaranteed access with House Bill 1325 
which was recently placed into statute, ac¬ 
cording to the September 1990 issue of the 
Articulation Report, a publication of the 
Florida Community College System. 

Additionally, the bill went one step fur¬ 
ther and created a second priority. It stated 
that after admission has been granted to 
A.A. degree graduates who have passed 
CLAST, admission must be granted to 
community college transfers and native 
university students who have successfully 
completed 60 credit hours of work. 

| The bill also provides clarification of 
'die out-of-state issue by stating that com¬ 
munity college A.A. degree graduates shall 
receive priority for admission to a state 
university over out-of-state students.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

At a time when more and more Palm 
Beach County residents are availing 
themselves of the training and educational 
opportunities at PBCC, the College is 
faced with major budget reductions 
mandated by the State Legislature. 

The cutback will reduce PBCC’s 
current operating budget by five percent 
which is approximately $1,086,575. The 
breakdown by campus shows the 
following reductions: 

• Central Campus - $498,299 

• Edward M. Eissey Campus - $170,051 

• Glades Campus - $40588 

• South Campus - $121,497 

• District - $256,140 

As a result of these cuts, the number of 
sections of classes offered on all campuses 
will be reduced beginning in January. It is 
anticipated that this will result in 
approximately 60 fewer classes on Central 
Campus alone. A corresponding number of 
adjunct faculty will be reduced as well. 

Also beginning in January, Saturday 
classes will not be held on any campus 


except the Edward M. Eissey Campus. 
This is expected to affect over 600 
students. 

The student enrollment in all classes 
will be increased. English composition and 
mathematics classes, which had been 
limited to only 22 students, will be raised 
to 30 students. 

Several instructional support areas will 
be reduced including a cut back on library 
service hours as well as fewer audio visual 
service hours. The libraries will now close 
at 8 p.m. instead of 9 p.m. during the week 
and will be closed on Saturdays beginning 
in January. 

The book budget and audio visual film 
budget have been severely reduced. Fewer 
dollars will also be available for other 
equipment and supplies as a result of an 
$80,000 cut in these accounts. 

Other reductions in support areas 
include decreases in tutorial support of 
academicaUy-at-risk students as well as 
fewer retention efforts. The service hours 
for the Centers for Personalized Instruction 
are also being cut back one hour per 
evening.

Little or no curriculum development 
projects will be funded, and senior citizens 
programs will probably be curtailed. The 
speci« State funding for support of 
CLAST activities has also been reduced by 
20 percent. 

Staff and Program Development (SPD) 
activities are being drastically curtailed 
with a funding reduction of 33 percent. 
Only emergency travel out-of-district will 
be funded, and the number of long-distance 
telephone calls will be reduced. 

As the planned acquisition of a new 
mainframe computer for the District is no 
longer possible at this time, no additional 
growth in the administrative network will 
be permitted. In addition, the on-line 
system will close one hour earlier each 
night to handle the nightly batch 
processing workload. New computer 
services such as TOUCHTONE 
registration, electronic mail, calendaring, 
etc. are postponed indefinitely. 

The five percent reduction is designed 
to carry PBCC through the remainder of 
the 1990-91 fiscal year. Continued 
downswings in the economy could 
produce additional adverse effects on 
revenues designated for education.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

At the November Board meeting, 
PBCC Trustees were presented with the 
details of the new Health Care District 
Scholarship program. PBCC has received 
$50,000 in grant funds for a pilot program 
to provide financial assistance to students 
in high-demand allied health fields. 
Specifically, PBCC students enrolled in 
nursing, respiratory therapy, radiology or 
physical therapy are eligible for funding 
which does not have to be repaid if they 
work in Palm Beach County in the selected 
allied health field for a period of one year. 

Trustees were also informed that PBCC 
received an award from the Florida 
Community College Risk Management 
Consortium for the best record of loss 
reduction in the Consortium. Human 
Resources Director Joe Schneider and Risk 
Management Coordinator/Purchasing 
Director Dick Jones were instrumental in 
achieving this award. 

A brief presentation on the 
achievements of the South Campus was 
given by Campus Provost Dan Terhune 
and Dean of Instruction Jim Tanner. In 
addition, Sheryl Bealkowski, Systems 36 
Manager at PBCC South, reviewed the 
South Campus Business Training Center 
and the unique IBM System 36 computer 
training project. 

The Board approved recommendations 
of Trein & Associates for upgrading the 
telephone capabilities on all four 
campuses. Three of the campuses will be 
obtaining Southern Bell ESSX systems, 
and Eissey Campus will expand its present 
Rolm System to include direct in-dialing 
plus automated attendant and voice mail 
capabilities. 

Some of the benefits resulting from 
these improvements include an additional 
100 telephone stations on Central Campus. 
Additional trunk lines will be installed on 
all four campuses, and superior single-line 
and multiline telephone instruments will 
replace the present equipment. Four-digit 
intercampus dialing will be achieved. 
PBCC personnel requirements for 
telephone service will also be reduced. The 


$400,000 overall cost of these 
improvements will be allocated from 
capital improvement fund accounts. 

Board Vice Chairman Homer J. Hand 
and Trustee John C. Sansbury reported on 
the recent FACC Trustees Commission 
meeting which focused on obtaining the 
needed funding for Florida’s Community 
Colleges.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

It is anticipated that the Florida 
Legislature will require Palm Beach 
Community College and the other Florida 
Community Colleges to reduce their 
budgets again in January of 1991. This is 
in response to a continued decrease in State 
revenue levels needed to meet 
appropriations promised at the end of the 
1990 Legislative Session. 

Palm Beach Community College still 
must cut another $140,000 in categorical 
funds to meet the budget reductions that 
were mandated in October of 1990. 

If this trend toward decreased State 
revenues extends through the coming year, 
it is doubtful that the College will receive 
unds to grant salary increases for the 
991-92 fiscal year. 

In the face of a bleak funding situation, 
PBCC will be asking the legislature to 
reconsider the current funding formula 
which is based on a three-year average of 
student enrollment increases. The 
requested funding formula would be based 
on the prior year’s enrollment figures. 

Statewide, 30,000 full-time equivalent 
(FTE) students are not currently funded by 
the three-year funding formula. This 
translates into approximately 100,000 
students in Florida’s 28 Community 
Colleges. Presently, there are almost one 
million students enrolled in the Florida 
Community College System. 

Palm Beach Community College will 
also ask the legislature to approve a $1.2 
million bill to upgrade the College’s main 
frame computer, which is presently 
operating at 95 percent of its capacity. 

On the local level, College efforts will 
focus on regaining 28 acres at the Palm 
Beach Community College South Campus 
which appears to be lost to Florida Atlantic 
University. The original agreement 
provided PBCC with 53 acres of land at the 
Raton location. In the past years, 
BCC has been left with only 25 acres. 
The additional land is now needed for 
additional permanent buildings to 
accommodate the major increases in 
student enrollment at the South Campus.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

At the December Board meeting, PBCC 
Trustees approved a resolution requesting 
a change in the State Community College 
funding process. The new funding formula 
would be based on the prior year’s student 
enrollment rather than three-year 
enrollment averaging. 

Trustees were updated on the new 
records management/OPSCAN system 
recently implemented by the District 
Registrar’s Office. PBCC is the first 
community college to utilize this records 
management system for its student records. 

The new system has converted paper 
copies of student records that date back to 
1933 to optical storage disks. The result has 
been a better utilization of limited storage 
space in addition to faster, more accurate 
record keeping. Over a half-million 
records have been retired, and over 120 
filing cabinets have been emptied of 
non-essential records due to the more 
efficient process. 

In other business: 

• The Board awarded an honorary 
Associate in Arts degree to Max Davis 
who serves as President of the PBCC 
Foundation. This was done in 
recognition of his efforts on behalf of 
the College including serving as Past 
President of the PBCC Alumni 
Association. 

• Approval was given to increase the 
hourly rate for the College 
Work-Study program and the Pacer 
Employment program from $450 to 
$550 per hour. This is being done to 
allow PBCC to compete with the 
salaries currently paid to student 
workers by area employers . 

• It was announced that PBCC has 
received three Sunshine State Skills 

• grants totaling $261,685. The grants 
will fund training partnerships with 
Pratt & Whitney, Northern Telecom 
and United Technologies. 

• The College has received three-year 
funding totaling $289553for the new 


Radiologic Technology program at 
the Eissey Campus. Hospitals 
providing the financial support for 
this program include Good Samaritan 
Hospital, Jupiter Hospital, Humana 
Hospital of the Palm Beaches, JFK 
Medical Center and Palm Beach 
Gardens Medical Center. 

• It was announced that Fall 
Commencement will be held at 3 p.m. 
on December 20,1990 at the Palm 
Beach Jai Alai Fronton. The use of 
this facility will greatly reduce the 
costs associated with commencement 
exercises.

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PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

Palm Beach Community College has 
made major reductions in its 1990-91 
operating budget The cuts, which forced 
Palm Beach Community College to reduce 
the College’s operating budget by a total of 
$1,096,415, were mandated by the State of 
Florida. 

To meet this obligation, the College 
adically reduced expenditures on 
supplies, educational equipment, library 
services, travel. Lifelong Learning 
programs and staff and program 
development opportunities. In addition, 
hours of operation and Saturday classes are 
reduced. 

The number of class sections offered on 
lhII campuses is also reduced for the winter 
'term, and a corresponding reduction is 
being made in adjunct faculty. A hiring 
freeze has been implemented for all 
positions except those directly involved in 
classroom instruction and guidance 
counselors. Overtime has also been 
eliminated except in emergency situations. 

The budget cuts resulted from lower 
state revenues than anticipated by the 
Florida Legislature. The trend of continued 
downswings in the economy may lead to 
an additional budget cut in March, 1991.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

During the January 9 Trustees meeting 
held at Central Campus, the Board heard a 
progress report on the proposed PBCC 
housing project PBCC President Edward 
M. Eissey said that a needs assessment is 
currently being done to determine student 
interest in this project. He also said that the 
College is considering alternative 
locations if the proposed donation of land 
in adjoining John Prince Park does not 
materialize. Eissey stressed that the project 
will be financed entirely through private 
sources and no College money will be 
involved. 

The Board was apprised that the 
application for Historical Site Designation 
dor PBCC’s original building has been filed 
'and the decision should be made by May 
31. In addition, the College has applied for 
$25,000 in planning funds to proreed with 
an environmental assessment of the site. In 
April, PBCC will file for a special 
categorical grant from the Division of 
Historical Resources which could result in 
up to $250,000 in funds per year to use for 
renovations, etc. Within three years, 
renovations should be completed, and the 
facility will be used as the PBCC Alumni 
Center and house College archives. It will 
also serve as a museum of memorabilia 
from Roosevelt Junior College which 
merged with PBCC in 1965. 

In other business: 

• Trustees asked that PBCC s lobbying 
contract be reviewed for effectiveness 
and an alternative lobbyist be 
considered. 

• The Board approved the return of the 
PBCC Museum of Art from the 
current lease held by the College to 
the full ownership and operating 
responsibility of the PBCC 
Foundation. 

• Stephen Gibson, Senior Instructor of 
Communications at the Glades 
Campus, presented a sabbatical leave 
report on his writing projects and 
reviewed the content of a variety of 
writing workshops that he attended. 


• The Board was invited to the Gala 
Opening of the PBCC Museum of Art 
which is scheduled for Thursday, 
January 17from 6-9:30 p.m.

CHANGE IN REPORTING 
OF GROSS WAGES 

All Palm Beach Community College 
personnel are reminded of a change in 
reporting of gross wages on W-2 for the 
1990 calendar year. The comptroller’s 
memorandum number five from the Office 
of the Comptroller, State of Florida, reads 
in part as follows: 

"Internal Revenue Service regulations 
require that amounts reimbursed for class 
C meal allowances be included in the 
income of the recipient and reported on the 
form W-2. However, the amounts recorded 
as income are not subject to withholding 
for social security." Please note also that 
there will be no withholding of federal 
income taxes from amounts paid for class 
C meals. 

Class C travel is defined as travel for 
short or day trips that do not require an 
overnight absence from the employee’s 
place of duty. Present reimbursement is S3 
for breakfast, $6 for lunch and $12 for 
dinner. 

Beginning January 1, 1990, all meal 
reimbursements paid by PBCC for a 
calendar year and meeting the criteria of 
class C travel will be reported on the 
employee’s W-2 for that year. This amount 
will be incorporated in the employee’s 


1990 W-2 and will be taken directly from 
any travel reimbursement form certified by 
the employee and paid by payroll/travel.

WINTER ENROLLMENT 
CLIMBS 

Winter term enrollment at Palm Beach 
Community College increased 5.75 
percent in unduplicated headcount 
according to figures released at the end of 
the drop and add period. Collegewide, 
there were 17,355 registered students 
(credit and non-credit) compared to 16,412 
at this time last year. Student semester 
hours registered a gain of 7.94 percent 
(124,683 compared to 115,515 in 1990).

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

According to the December 1990 issue 
of the American Association of 
Community and Junior Colleges (AACJC) 
Letter, an associate degree continues to 
gain significant ground as a major 
employment credential in today’s market. 
The average monthly earnings difference 
between the associate degree holder and 
the non-high school graduate has grown 
from $773 in 1984 to an impressive $1,006 
per month in 1987. The newsletter further 
states that the average earnings difference 
between associate degree holders and high 
school graduates climbed from $304 to 
$537 over the same three-year period. The 
most significant jump from 1984 to 1987 
iwas between the associate degree and 
Vocational certificate holders, nearly 
doubling from $198 to $370. 

In concluding its commentary, the 
AACJC Letter remarked that while the 
associate degree is gaining in strength, the 
earnings difference between associate and 
bachelor’s degree holders remains rather 
constant, from $352 to $371 per month (see 
chart below).

SPECIAL REPORT 


Palm Beach Community College and 
the other 27 Florida community colleges 
are faced with the grim situation of having 
approximately $20 million slashed from 
their budgets. To address this critical issue, 
several alternatives have been suggested. 

First, PBCC President Edward M. 
Eissey and the other community college 
presidents are asking the Florida 
Legislature to reconsider current funding 
formulas. Presently, PBCC and other state 
community colleges receive appro¬ 
priations based on a three-year average of 
enrollment increases. The proposed 
formula (currently used for university 
funding) would be based on prior-year 
enrollment figures, representing a more 
equitable base. 

State Representative Ray Liberti and 
State Senator Carrie Meek gathered 
signatures for companion bills to revise the 
present procedure for determining 
community college funding from a 
three-year rolling average to prior year. 

Under the newly-proposed Liberti bill 
(HB 917) and the Meek bill, the prior year 
actual full-time equivalent enrollment and 
not the enrollment as accepted or modified 
by the legislature would be the assigned 
enrollment and the basis for 


appropriations. Even if the prior year 
funding base is approved in concept, actual 
appropriations will not be approved until 
the following year, 1992-1993. 

The second alternative involves tuition 
increases. Governor Chiles’ budget 
recommends raising tuition 20 percent for 
in-state university students and 25 percent 
for out-of-state university students. 
Community college fees would be raised 
12 percent according to the budget. 

The Postsecondary Education Planning 
Commission (PEPC) is also 
recommending that the legislature raise all 
in-state student fees and immediately 
increase the minimum fees charged to 
out-of-state students...with an eventual 
goal of non-resident charges covering the 
full cost of their instruction. PEPC 
members (and others) want fees indexed to 
the cost of living and college fees indexed 
to university fees. 

According to State Senator Bob 
Johnson, there are presently 37 states that 
charge more for in-state tuition than 
Florida, which ranks 31st for its 
out-of-state tuition. Therefore, Johnson 
stated, it is less expensive in 30 states for 
parents to send their children to Florida 
community colleges. 


As a third option, Florida’s community 
colleges will continue to tighten their belts 
and decrease operating budgets. In the past 
year, community colleges have been 
forced to radically reduce expenditures on 
supplies, educational equipment, library 
services, travel. Lifelong Learning 
programs, staff and program development 
opportunities, hours of operation and the 
number of class sections offered. Hiring 
freezes and reductions in staff have also 
been implemented throughout the 
community college system. 

On a local level, the cutbacks have 
forced PBCC to reduce its operating 
budget by a total of $1,096,415 in the 
current 1990-1991 year. The most recent 
information from the Division of 
Community Colleges is that the revenues 
for 1991 -1992 will be less than the reduced 
revenues that PBCC had for this year’s 
operation. PBCC, as well as the other 
Florida community colleges, are 
continuing to downsize operations to meet 
the anticipated shortfall.

The report, entitled Moving Beyond the 
Myths: Revitalizing Undergraduate 
Mathematics, was completed after three 
years of study.

In a call to action directed to colleges 
and universities, the report stated that 
institutions should provide adequate 
funding for experimentation in teaching 
methods, computers in the classroom and 
rewards for educational innovation.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

At the May meeting of the Palm Beach 
Community College Board of Trustees, the 
Palm Beach Community College budget 
for the fiscal year 1991-92 was approved. 
It is a continuation budget based on the 
budget at the end of February which 
reflected the state cutbacks for the current 
year. When the final legislative report is 
received, decreases/increases to the budget 
may occur. 

The $36.8 million Palm Beach 
Community College 1991-92 budget 
includes $31.1 million for personnel 
expenses (84 percent), $5.3 million for 
current expenses (14 percent) and $5 
million for capital outlay (two percent). 

In terms of function, 62.1 percent of the 
. budget goes for instruction (compared to 
'the state average of 59 percent for 
community colleges). Institutional support 
is 14 percent of the budget (compared to 
the 19 percent state average) and 10 
percent goes for student services 
(compared to an 8.8 percent state average). 
The physical plant function is 13.8 percent 
of the budget (compared to 12.2 percent as 
the state average). 

State appropriations provide 67 percent 
of the College’s revenues while 29 percent 
is from student fees and four percent is 
from other revenue. This will change with 
the 15 percent increase in student fees 
which was approved by the legislature. 

In a short report on legislative gains, 
Admiral Thomas E. Morris, U.S. Navy 
(Retired), Palm Beach Community 
College trustee, said that a major 
legislative hurdle was passed with the 
change of the community college funding 
base formula to prior-year student 
enrollment rather than the three-year 
average which was used in the past As no 
additional appropriation was passed to 
implement the change, the challenge for 
the coming year is to obtain the revenues 
to fund the prior-year enrollment base 
formula. 

In other business, it was announced that 
this was the last meeting for Dr. Bernard 
Kimmel, as his term has expired, 


Governor Lawton Chiles has selected Max 
Davis as the replacement for Kimmel. 
Bettye J. King has been reappointed for a 
second term as trustee. Cabinet approval of 
Davis and King is expected on June 10. 

The next regular Board meeting is 
scheduled for 4 p.m., June 12 in 
Conference Room C on Central Campus.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

Palm Beach Community College, along 
with other Florida community colleges, 
has been hit with another cutback in 
funding. An additional $51,927 has been 
sliced from the College’s operating budget, 
bringing PBCC’s total budget cuts to $ 1.14 
million for the 1990-91 fiscal year. 

PBCC began the 1990-91 fiscal year 
with a budget of $25,060,000 but ended 
with only $23,920,000. 

The latest reduction was necessitated by 
yet another dip in state revenues, and 
College administrators have not decided 
how the deficit will be made up. PBCC 
Vice President of Business Affairs Tony 
Tate indicated that additional 
belt-tightening measures will be 
I considered, such as not filling position 
vacancies as well as cutbacks in travel and 
purchases. 

In all, Florida’s 28 community colleges 
were forced to relinquish an additional 
$1.2 million to meet the state’s latest 
revenue deficit. 


SPRING TERM 
ENROLLMENT CLIMBS 

Collegewide, spring term 1991 
enrollment at PBCC has increased 5.71 
percent over last year. At the end of drop 
and add, there were 9,255 credit and 
non-credit students registered, compared 
to 8,755 as this time in 1990. In addition,

PRESIDENT’S NOTES 

President George Bush, together with 
Education Secretary Lamar Alexander, has 
publicly stated that this nation’s 
community, technical and junior colleges 
could become the secret weapon in the 
administration’s newly-announced 
AMERICA 2000 Education Strategy, 
according to the June 1991 issue of the 
American Association of Community and 
Junior Colleges (AACJC) Letter. 

In detailing the AMERICA 2000 
Education Strategy, Alexander said that 
the plan will contain four parts, pursued 
concurrently. The four objectives being 
discussed include the following: 

1. Efforts must be made to radically 

• improve schools for today's students 
and make them more accountable for 
results. 


2. Efforts must be made to create new 
schools for tomorrow's students to 
meet the demands of a new century. 

3. For those now out of school and part 
of the work force, there must be an 
effort to help all adults continue to 
live and work successfully in today’s 
world. 

4. Efforts must be made to look beyond 
classrooms, to communities and 
families, for schools to succeed. 

Furthermore, Bush is challenging adult 
Americans to return to school and make 
this a nation of students. He is urging every 
citizen to continue learning throughout his 
or her life, using the myriad formal and 
informal means available to acquire 
additional knowledge and skills.
